DIED ON THE FIELD. 

The Church and the Board have suffered a severe loss in the death 
of Dr. K. J. Yearwood in Mexico and Rev. C. K. Marshall in China. 
Unwavering in his devotion to duty, the former died at his post in the 
city of San Luis Potosi from the dreadful typhus fever. Exposure in 
attending a poor Mexican with the disease, and an enfeebled body 
from exhaustive work night and day, made him an easy victim. Dr. 
Yearwood was a noble specimen of Christian manhood. Courageous, 
capable, devout and full of energy, he was in many respects an ideal 
missionary. The Mexicans loved him. We all mourn his loss; it is 
irretrievable. 

Brother Marshall (Dzau Tse-zeh) was, in courage, devotion and 
energy, fully the equal of Yearwood. He worked his way as a cabin

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boy from New York to Shanghai on a sailing vessel, to get to preach 
the gospel to his people. The soul of honesty, he held many places of 
responsibility. His brethren trusted him, and he never betrayed their 
confidence. Possessed of rugged common sense, he was a very useful 
man in the mission, and, full of evangelistic zeal, he was ever ready 
to make proof of his ministry. He died suddenly of a stroke of appo- 
plexy, but he was ready.

SOME FACTS FROM 1902-1903. 



The Society gave $11,103.17 fo parsonages last year, the largest sum 
ever granted in the same length of time. 

Mountain School — Sue Bennett School, London, Ky. Enrolled 327 
students. Incomes from fees, $5,226.28. Ten teachers. 

Cuban Schools — The three schools for Cubans enrolled 480 children. 
Income from fees, $1,174.03. Fourteen teachers. 

Chinese and Japanese Schools — Four night schools. Enrolled 207 
students. Nine teachers employed. 
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Dallas Mission School — The Home accommodates fifty inmates, and 
many were turned away last year. Four teachers are in charge. 

Paine Annex, Augusta, Ga. — Industrial work began at Paine for 
negro girls, with 122 girls in the classes. 

Choctaws of Mississippi — One day school enterprised for Choctaws. 
City mission work carried on in 12 cities, 16 missionaries being em- 
ployed. Total receipts of the general treasury for all purposes 
amounted to $56,754.93.

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SOME STATISTICS. 

The report of the Board of Education shows that we have one 
university, seventeen colleges, and eighty-seven secondary institu- 
tions, besides seven other schools under the patronage of our church, 
and two schools for negroes. These schools have real property valued 
at $6,596,182.00. They have erected twenty-two buildings the past 
year, valued at $202,906.00. Have scientific equipment valued at 
$283,054.00, and have endowment of $3,024,024.00. Volumes in libra- 
ries, 259,091. They also received $253,280.00 in gifts and legacies last 
year. They employ 1,144 teachers, and enrolled 18,602 students, of 
whom 565 are preparing for our ministry. 

Our chief institution of learning, Vanderbilt University, has build- 
ings and grounds valued at $750,000.00 and an endowment of $1,300- 
000.00. Scientific equipment valued at $153,000.00. It has an annual 
income of about $120,000.00. It has 95 professors and assistants, and 
enrolled last year 691 students, 76 of whom had degrees, and 73 of 
whom were preparing for our ministry. 

The Correspondence School, conducted by the faculty of the Bib- 
lical Department of Vanderbilt University, has had a remarkable suc- 
cess in its first year, 252 pupils, being enrolled, of which number four- 
teen are from Louisiana. 

The Twentieth Century Fund. — The last report shows that of the 
$2,040,948.17 pledged $1,431,012.86 has been paid and that the balance 
is largely covered by notes ttiat will continue to mature for several 
years.

SOME STATISTICS. 

There are in this State about 416,811 educatable children, 212,530 
of whom are white. The white children enrolled in the public schools 
were 125,643. The attendance in Catholic institutions is 22,463, and 
it is estimated that there are about 7,209 in Protestant schools. 

We have enrolled about 15,000 children in our Sunday-schools.

Orphan’s Home — The report of the Orphan’s Home Board 
was submitted by C. C. Wier, and adopted, paragraph by par- 
agraph, as follows : 

Your Board has not met during the year until during the present 
Conference session. At a meeting Thursday, December 17, it was 
decided to submit a plan of operations to the Conference for action. 

We recommend that there be a clear expression of our duty to 
the homeless children of our State, and especially to those of the 
families of our own church. Not that we may emulate the zeal of 
other religious bodies by which we should long ago have been pro- 
voked unto love of the orphan and good works in his care, but because 
the destitute are the Master’s charge and concern, we should permit 
no delay in the fulfillment of this duty. 

We recommend that an agent be appointed to devote his time to 
the work of raising funds for the purpose of establishing an orphan- 
age during the present year, and that he be authorized to submit the 
matter to various town and municipal communities in order to secure 
bids from them for the location of the orphanage. 

That as soon as the bids can be submitted the Board meet to 
decide upon a location. 

That the Board have full authority to proceed with the details of 
the work, forming a Board of Trustees under the law of the Church 
and the State of Louisiana, and that the agent be also manager of the 
orphanage, in case it can be got into operation during the present year. 

That each congregation take a collection for the orphanage, open- 
ing the pulpit to our agent, in case he can visit it, and in his absence, 
making the offering under the leadership of the pastor or presiding 
elder.

Report of Epworth League Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

Your Board have received no communication from the General 
Secretary, and no specific information from any source as to the 
status of the work throughout our Connection, but are glad to note 
that indications point to the basis of a healthy development in the 
future. It has been dicovered that enthusiasm alone, without wise 
direction, results in failure, and the wise direction which is so neces- 
sary is becoming more evident than formerly in the carefully prepared 
outlines of work and methods now emanating from various sources. 
Among a number of recent provisions we note with gratification the 
Interstate Courses prepared by Dr. Featherstun, consisting of a series 
of inexpensive booklets for the purpose of instruction in Church his- 
tory, doctrine and polity, particularly Methodism. This is a need 
that has been long felt. There is also afforded a fine opportunity for 
the study of Christian Missions in the use of special text-books, pre- 
pared annually by competent authority, for the use of young students 
in the Christian societies in different denominations. 

We note with pardonable pride the recent choice as Assistant 
Editor of the Epworth Era of a member of our Conference, Rev. Fitz- 
gerald Sale Parker, D.D, He proposes to give special assistance 
through the columns of the paper to the efficient organization and 
operation of the Leagues. 

No presiding elder or preacher in charge can look after the League 
interests of his district or charge to the best advantage without becom- 
ing a reader of the “Era,” and we hope that each one will subscribe to 
it. We have appointed Rev. P, O. Lowry to act as agent for the paper. 

We call attention to the proposal to establish a summer home for 
preachers and Leaguers at Monteagle, Tenn., to be called Epworth 
Home, and have appointed Rev. H. W. May as agent of this enterprise 
in Louisiana. 

We call attention to the unusual advantages of the Seashore 
League Assembly to young persons who desire a summer vacation at 
small cost, and yet with valuable returns in physical, mental and spir- 
itual coin. We recommend this opportunity, and we note with pleasure 
the plans for providing enlarged facilities for the special accommoda- 
tion of Leaguers. 

We urge each preacher in charge to give special attention to the 
study of the League subject during the coming year, and to give with- 
out grudge or stint, time and labor to whatever feature or features 
of the work he regards as adapted to the condition of the station or 
circuit to which he shall be appointed; and we urge each presiding 
elder to devote special attention to the efficient organization of the 
work in the district over which he is appointed to preside.

Report of Committee on Temperance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren: We, your Committee on Temperance, make the 

following report: 

We reiterate all our former declarations as a Church concerning 
this most brazen enemy of children and country, of fireside and flag. 
We do not, by one hair’s breadth, lower our standard. We declare 
now, as we have so often done before, that we seek the entire extirpation 
of the liquor traffic in the cities where rum, vice and poverty are found 
in a shameless alliance, and in the villages and rural communities. 
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where with difference of setting, the essential facts are unaltered. We 
are neither satisfied with the results already achieved, nor affrighted 
by the hostility developed, nor discouraged by the defeats which we 
have suffered. Concentration of effort for the accomplishment of the 
practicable seems to be the thing most needed at this time. The or- 
ganization best adapted for this purpose seems to be the Anti-Saloon 
League, whose methods of attack vary in the different States, and 
whose uniform principles are (1) Agitation to arouse and build up 
public sentiment against the liquor traffic; (2) Law enforcement to 
secure the full benefit of the laws which we already have; (3) Legisla- 
tion to secure in the various States better and stronger laws.

Viewed from any standpoint, the English Bible is the richest her- 
itage of the Anglo-Saxon race. Whether one studies the King James 
version, with its vast wealth of our pure and undefiled mother tongue, 
and rich store of literary treasure, or uses the more exact Canterbury 
revision, he is more than repaid for time and talent spent. I need 
only refer to the indisputable fact — the Book has molded the thought 
and fashioned the style of all that which is purest and best and most 
enduring in the field of English and American literature. Its thought 
embalmed and treasured up to a purpose of a life beyond life provokes 
new thought in the minds of men living, so that one hears echoes of 
its cadence and catches gleams of its beauties wherever the sturdy 
Saxon race has used its ready pen. But more than adorning the style 
of the writer, more than inspiring and begetting the thought of the 
poet, aye, more than all of human endeavor, is the great fact that it is 
the message of God to men. Simple and old as is the statement, yet it is 
the center about which the conflict of ages past and present rages. 
Despite the many utterances on the momentous question of Divine 
inspiration of the Scriptures, we still hold the ground that it is the 
Will and Word of God revealed, and the ultimate court of decision in 
ethics and morals. ‘ S. J. DAVIES.

It will be a source of gratification to the Conference to know 'that 
Mansfield Female College is in a more prosperous condition at present 
than for many years past. 
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President Sligh states in his report that “The present year has 
been one of the most prosperous in the history of the College.” 

There are ninety-five boarding pupils, with a total enrollment of 
one hundred and forty-five. 

The buildings are in good condition, and new books have been 
added to the library, and new furniture, new pianos, and new chemical 
apparatus have been added during the year. 

The citizens of Mansfield submit a proposition to donate $15,000 
or more to the College, to be used at the discretion of the Board of 
Trustees in supplying additional buildings and making such other 
improvements as the Board of Trustees may deem proper and for the 
best interests of the College. The condition of the donation is such 
that, in the event of the removal of the College from Mansfield or a 
change of relation of the Louisiana Conference to the College, the 
donation shall be paid back to the donors, or to their legal heirs. 

The Board of Education recommend the acceptance of the dona- 
tion as proposed by the donors. 

Rev. J. L. P. Sheppard reported the sale of the Pierce and Paine 
College property and the distribution of the proceeds as per instruc- 
tions of this Conference at its last session. 

The Board recommend the appointment of Rev. A. A. Bernard as 
student in Vanderbilt University, and Rev. Martin H. Honeycutt as 
student in Centenary College; also, the appointment of Rev. C. C. 
Miller as President of Centenary College, and of Rev. Thomas Carter 
and Rev. H. B. Carre as professors in Vanderbilt University.

Report of Sunday-School' Board. 

Dear Brethren — Your Sunday-school Board with pleasure report 
an increase in the amount raised for Sunday-school purposes and an 
increased interest in general Sunday-school work. Your Board is 
planning for a campaign led by Dr. Hamill, in which it hopes to arouse 
much enthusiasm by imparting instruction in the best methods of 
improved Sunday-school work. Our plan is to hold in each district of 
the Conference a Sunday-school Institute, to be attended by delegates 
appointed by each school or Quarterly Conference, as the Presiding 
Elder may deem best. From this campaign we hope for an awakening 
of zeal and an onward march in this part of the Master’s work. We 
would stress the subject of missions in the Sabbath-school, and request 
that each pastor see to it that each school devote the first Sunday of 
each month to this worthy object by preparing a missionary program 
and taking a collection. 

The Board has decided to furnish all needy schools with the Chil- 
dren’s Day Program, with the understanding that each school assisted 
shall observe Children’s Day, taking the usual collection. 

The cradle roll is a new feature of Sunday-school work, and one 
which, if rightly used, will do much to win the interest of the parents, 
as well as the children, to the Sabbath-school, thus increasing the 
membership of the school and gaining the interest of the parents of 
the children in your laudable work. 

The Home Department has accomplished much in instructing the 
parents of our Sunday-school scholars in the Word of God, and, as the 
lessons are the same as those taught in the regular school, will aid 
the teacher in his work. 
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Those wishing literature furnished needy schools will pe^se have 
their applications indorsed by their Presiding Elders and sent to the 
President of the Board. 

We hope that each pastor and Presiding Elder will do his best 
to make our institute movement a great success.

Report of Committee on Church Publications. 



The Committee on Church Publications beg leave to submit the 
folowing: 

We deem it unnecessary to recite to this Conference all the details 
of the business of the Publishing House as set forth in the exhibit, 
but the total profit of both houses, Nashville and Dallas after deduct- 
ing losses on the Methodist Review, the Epworth Era, and the retail 
department at Nashville, amount to $36,361.02. From this we see 
that the business, as a whole, is in sound condition, and, besdes this, 
there is a prospective decrease in the losses. 

Since November 1 there has been the following increase in the 
subscriptions to the different periodicals: Christian Advocate, 1,300; 

Epworth Era 3,100, and to the Review, 300. There has also been a 
large increase in the circulation of our Sunday-school periodicals, 
except Our Little People, whose circulation remains the same. The 
losses in the retail department at Nashville will also decrease, if not 
entirely cease, because much of this loss is due to expense of fitting 
up the store and getting in the stock. 

But with the best showing that can be made, we find that some 
of our publications have a circulation far less than they deserve. 
Counting the recent increase in the subscribers to the Christian Advo- 
cate, it has now only 16,900, the Epworth Era 14,500. and the Quarterly 
Review 2,200. In a great Church like ours these figures ought to be 
largely increased, because all these periodicals are worthy of a large 
patronage. The Reviev/ is suited to the taste and needs of the most 
cultured intellect; the Advocate is filled with choice reading for all 
classes, besides the connectional news which it gives us, and the Ep- 
worth Era is a gem of its kind for our young people. 

We are glad to note in this connection that Rev. Dr. F. S. Parker 
will hereafter occupy a place on the editorial staff of the Era, and our 
Conference will thus be brought into closer touch with that sprightly 
young people’s journal. 

Our own Advocate, the New Orleans, has a circulation of 4,500, 
having had a net gain in subscribers during the past year of 300. 

In Louisiana not more than 1,200 copies of the Advocate are taken, 
and this number ought, if possible, to be greatly increased. 

With this small and slowly increasing circulation, it is impossible 
for the paper to compete with others as an advertising medium, and 
the publisher is unable to make many much needed mechanical im- 
provements in the mechanical make-up of the paper. 

We learn that negotiations are pending we hope with some prob- 
ability of success, v/ith a view of putting the paper on a better basis 
by putting a large capital and strong business management behind it. 

We would again commend to the brethren the duty of canvassing 
for the New Orleans Advocate, and of presenting its claims to their 
congregations, and at the same time not ignoring our connectional 
organ and other publications of connectional character.

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We would also call the attention of the Conference once more to 
the convenience of the branch house at Dallas, and remind them that 
enlarged usefulness and increased facilities of that house can result 
only from increased patronage.

Report of the Secretary of the Conference Board of Missions. 

In Louisiana the Providence of God has wiped out the distinc- 
tions between the home and foreign missionary fields. If we will not 
send our money to foreign fields, God has sent the heathen to our 
shores. The Dago, the Chinaman, the Turk, the Indian, the Negro, the 
untutored European, are already here. If we are to preserve the 
Anglo-Saxon supremacy, we must Christianize them, or they will 
heathenize us. It is no longer a question of geography or of parallels 
of latitude and longitude, but of self-preservation, progress, retention 
of our rights and privileges as citizens of America and servants of 
God. 

All the problems of the foreign fields are unloaded "upon us, and 
solve them we must, or they will dissolve us who are in Louisiana. 

In making Louisiana it seems the Divine purpose has not been a 
mere question of agriculture. God did not bestow upon her soil such 
richness, on her forests such profusion of serviceable wood stuffs, or 
make Avery’s Island the salt-cellar of the v/orld’s table, or hide sul- 
phur for the world’s matches, or oil for the states’ machinery, or thread 
her pastures with silver streams, or carpet her fields with grasses and 
herbs for the roving cattle, for purely secular purposes. Three great 
rivers seam her garment of beauty, navigable waterways pierce her 
interior regions, the alluvial riches of twenty-six states have been 
poured into her lap. 

Louisiana needs but to be known to be sought after; and the world 
is slowly discovering that a man can raise more children on less 
money, and get more for them on less exertion, and enjoy more 
religious and educational privileges on less social prestige in Louisiana 
than in any other State in the Union. We must become missionaries, 
or we will become, eventually, dromedaries of the Dago, the Turk, the 
Jew, or the German and their commercial genius. 

We need more money, a large circulation of literature, more prayer, 
larger inspiration, wiser planning, and conscience-stirring teaching. 

Difficulties only strengthen the moral muscles of God’s saints; 
discouragements only bring out the abilities of God. We have done 
much, we are determined to do more. 

The Conference Board unanimously request the Bishop to appoint 
Rev. J. T. Sawyer, Conference Missionary Secretary, to go where and 
when he can to be a teaching, spiritualizing, collection center of mis- 
sion activity. 

We are glad to note much improvement on many lines — and a 
larger interest drawn toward the home work, whilst we do not abate 
one iota of interest in the extensive affairs of God’s world. We plead 
simply that we drink deep of the fountain of every blessing, and 
promise, as far as in us lies, to bring every blessing of God to those 
who are far away or near by our God.

Report of the Board of Education No. 3. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana' Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Rev. C. C. Miller was elected to the presidency 
of Centenary College the second day of June of the present year. Rev. 
H. B. Carre having resigned to accept a chair in Vanderbilt University. 

Besides the President three members of the faculty had resigned. 
Two other members of the faculty were on the eve of resignation, 
and the student body was practically disorganized and uncertain as 
to the future outlook of the College. 

We now have 113 students, 109 of whom are in actual attendance. 
In the College and Fitting School department we have an increase of 
25 per cent over last year, and the prospect for the spring term is 
encouraging. The personnell of the student body is most excellent. 

The curriculum is as high as that of any other college in the 
land. There are six regular professors in the academic department, 
and one tutor. In the Commercial Department we have one regular 
professor and one assistant, making a total of nine instructors. Pro- 
fessor J. M. Reaser, who has charge of the Commercial Department, 
is an artist and a thorough instructor. Every student he has graduated 
is filling a responsible and lucrative position. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association has a membership of fifty 
and is doing fine work among the students. There has been no great 
spiritual revival, but the chapel and religious instruction has been 
constant. 

There are four ministerial students and twenty-four children of 
preachers, making a total of twenty-eight Conference beneficiaries. 
Through the personal efforts of the President twenty-four scholar- 
ships for the present year have been secured. All students pay regu- 
lar tuition, except the Conference beneficiaries and those on scholar- 
ships provided by the liberality of the people. 

The finances this year are very much improved as compared with 
the past years. We have received something in excess of $2,600, 
which has enabled us to meet current expenses to date.

James L. Wright. 

James Lillbourne Wright was born in 
Russellville, Ky., September 21, 1822. He 
was converted in Pydras Street Methodist 
Church, New Orleans, in February, 1842, and 
joined the Church under the ministry of Rev. 
Elijah Steele, and was received into full 
membership by Rev. William A Curtis. In 
May, 1843, he was married to Miss Mary A. 
Grant. In December, 1845, he was admitted 
on trial in the Mississippi Conference. In 
1846 he organized what is now known as the 
Farmerville Circuit. In 1847 he was em- 
ployed by the Presiding Elder to serve the 
Monroe Circuit in place of Rev. Mr. Tynder, 
who died shortly after reaching the work. In 
January, 1848, he was admitted on trial in 
the Louisiana Conference, and appointed to the Monroe Colored Mis- 
sion. In 1849 he was admitted into full connection and ordained 
deacon by Bishop Capers. In 1852 he was local. Re-admitted in 
1854 and ordained elder by Bishop Andrew. He was appointed to 
the North Bossier Circuit. In 1856-57 he served the Red River Cir- 
cuit; in 1858, the Homer Circuit; in 1859-60, the Bastrop Circuit, and 
in 1861-62 the Jefferson, now the Oak Ridge, Circuit. In 1863-64 he 
served as chaplain in the Confederate States Army. After the war 
he was presiding elder of the Delhi District two years. In 1879 he 
served the Trenton Circuit.

For instance, a journey of two or three hundred miles 
on horseback in wintry weather over unspeakably bad roads would 
rapidly cool down the ardor of the most enthusiastic preacher of today, 
and very seriously affect the answer to roll call at the opening of 
Conference. The move from one circuit to another, with wife and 
children and meager household effects piled together in a canvas- 
covered wagon, with the indomitable itinerant walking ahead with

Rev. Eli E. Riggs, the son of Samuel G. 
and Sarah Riggs, was born in New Iberia, La., 
March 21, 1861. He was reared on a farm and 
' ^ tiller of the soil from youth to manhood.

of such advantages as that country in those

In our heart to heart conversations, of 
ho and I had many, he often alluded 
to them with expressions of deepest tender- 
ness, believing that their godly admonitions 
and influence, as well as their prayers, had 
much to do, under God, in bringing him to 
Christ. 

His mother died in 1881. and at the death of his father, which 
folowed in 1882, the care of eight younger children devolved upon 
him; this, though a great responsibility, for one so young, he met 
with heroic courage and zeal, and with credit to himself and doubtless 
to the satisfaction of all concerned.

Rev. Eli E. Riggs, the son of Samuel G. 
and Sarah Riggs, was born in New Iberia. La.. 

March 21, 1861. He was reared on a farm and 
was a tiller of the soil from youth to manhood. 

His opportuniies for acquiring an educa- 
tion were limited, though he made good use 
of such advantages as that country in those 
days afforded. His religious training was ex- 
ceptionally good, his father and mother both 
being consecrated Christians.

Captain J. N. Pharr. . 

Captain John N. Pharr passed to his reward November 21, 1903, 
at 9:50 o’clock p. m. He was born in Mecklinburg county, North 
Carolina, on March 19, 1829. 

The Pharr or Farr family came to this country in the eighteenth 
century; they were Scotch-Irish descent, landing first in Philadelphia, 
then moving to Mecklinburg county. North Carolina. They were 
strong Presbyterians, several ministers of that faith coming from 
the family. They helped to found Davidson College, North Carolina, 
thus becoming identified early with the progressive movement of 
church by donating one of the buildings of that institution. When : 

Captain Pharr was quite young his father moved to Tennessee, then 
to Mississippi, and engaged in cotton planting. Having lost his Chris- 
tian mother, and his father’s family being large, he determined to i 

start out for himself. In 1850, when a youth, he came to Louisiana, i 

with no capital save an indomitable will, sturdy manhood and vigorous | 

energy almost unmeasurable. Judge Joshua Baker, of Fairfax Plan- i 

tation on the Teche, gave the poor young man employment as assist- i 

ant overseer on his sugar plantation. After the war this same poor ' 

young man became the delicate and generous supporter and bene- | 

factor to this courtly old judge, who lost all by the war and was in j 

poverty extreme. By strict attention to the details of his new occu- 
pation and boundless energy he became a prominent sugar planter, 
and rose to be the most trusted employee of Judge Baker. The civil . 

war then breaking, though strongly opposed to it on principle, he 
enlisted and served with commended courage throughout the war. ^ 

When peace v*as declared, coming back to New Iberia, he engaged \ 

in steamboating on the Teche, principally towing logs for the manu- ■ 

facture of lumber; then naturally became interested in a saw mill, 
with Mr. Gall, of New Iberia. Though succeeding admirably in these i 

lines of business, he made the bulk of a large fortune by obtaining • 

the government contract to carry mails from Morgan City up the Teche 
and around the coast to Abbeville. Running a line of passenger and 
mail steamboats on the Teche in a decade he became wealthy. Upon 
these boats the strange sight was the absence of the accustomed bar, 
and the sturdy principle of the Captain prevailed against a loud pro- 
test of the sporting and drinking set, who predicted dire failure for 
all such steamboating. In 18fi8 he married Miss Henrietta C. Andrews 
in New Iberia. Same year joined the M. E. Church, South, and be- 
came a new battle to change from his habits of sin to religion. In 
midlife, after some strong vices and evil habits had seized h'im with 
an iron grasp he entered the arena for self-mastery and a return to 
the teachings of his saintly mother, by the encouragement and help 
of his truly Christian helpmeet and a long contest, he became a de- 
voted Christian through the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

When the Louisiana Western Railroad was built and the connect- 
ing link from Morgan City to LaFayette by the Morgan Railroad, the 
steamboating on the Teche was no longer needful, and Captain Pharr, 
though offered flattering inducements to enter steamboating on the 
Mississippi, declined all offers, and entered his loved employ sugar > 
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planting on the Teche — succeeding so well that at his death he owned 
ten plantations, which raised and manufactured ten million pounds 
of sugar in favorable seasons. 

In 1878 Captain Pharr built a Methodist Church in Morgan City, 
with some help from that community. In 1881 he became Sunday- 
school superintendent; which he held without interruption till called 
home. 

He afterwards built the parsonage, in 1886, then the Berwick 
Methodist Church, five or six years later. Both of these buildings 
were almost exclusively from his own wealth. 

When his sons became of age to send to college he chose Cen- 
tenary College as the institution to which he would send, thencei\^.-di 
becoming the ardent friend of that College, and for more than a decaae 
giving annually to the support of the institution very generously. 

Many are those who shall rise up and call him blessed for acts 
of unostentatious benevolence. He shrunk from all fulsome praise 
for his generosity. He for years has been a most ardent promoter 
of the Sunday-school Institutes throughout the parishes contiguous 
to his home, and generally throughout the State. He was no less 
pronounced in his advocacy of the temperance cause whenever occa- 
sion presented an opportunity. His sterling qualities of uncompromis- 
ing principles was seen in the white heat of a political campaign, first, 
by refusing to desecrate the Sabbath by political mass meetings on 
that day, or even traveling from place to place when stumping the 
State; and, second, by an avowed declaration of his religion wher- 
ever he went, always asking the blessing at his meals wherever he 
was. His religious principles were nailed to the mast and he came 
out untarnished in reputation, unsullied in character from that ordeal. 

His brusqueness of manner and impatience in speech were born 
from a pent-up assertive energy, and was far from his large human 
sympathy and real tenderness of heart, which responded so freely 
to every case of distress and sorrow. 

He was a devoted father who, while he wished to develope all of 
manliness in his sons, yet loved them devotedly, and gave them every 
advantage of becoming skilled and proficient workmen in their voca- 
tions. He raised them strictly, but kindly, believing in the regime 
of his own saintly mother. He was an indulgent and truly devoted 
husband, honoring his wife for all that sustaining Christian faith, 
while he was mastering the evil propensities of his strong nature 
running with loose rein, till midcover found him almost beyond the 
point of retrieval. 

A chief citizen that has gone, his commanding personality will 
be missed in church and State. His royal generosity will be long 
remembered and yearned for by many who have prayed God’s bless- 
ing on his head, but his sterling character, unbending, uncompromis- 
ing adhesion to principle, his frowning disapproval of the common 
vices and sins of the day will live on, though he be dead, these yet 
speak forth, “His works will follow on.” 

As employer he was kind, but firm, however, and loved by his 
employees. The rewarder of earnest and capable toilers, the unre- 
lenting antagonist without fear for all unreasonable strikers. Fore- 
most in all public improvements, whether of State, parish or town. 

His character was woven out of many golden qualities, hatred of 
sham and cant sincerity and openness of goal, his utter reliability 
in all things, the staunchest devotion to duty, stern, unbending ad- 
herence to principle, entire truthfulness, which avoided the semblance 
of falsehood, faithfulness to friends, so often lacking in those who 
attain wealth, accompanied with large generosity, a natural taste for 
good, sound reading, making him a good Bible student and creditable 
historian. All these and the transforming power of religion made 
of him a living, impressing character, who shall live on though he 
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rests from his labors. Our church loses a pillar, the State a chief 
citizen, the home a true Christian father and devoted husband. All 
who deserve generosity a responsive, sympathetic benefactor. His 
church loved to honor him, often being elected a delegate to the 
Annual and once elected lay delegate to the General Conference. 
A long and useful life thus has closed, a life of large success which 
has had telling effect upon his surroundings and stamped itself upon 
those who came under his personal. May his sterling qualities be 
won and exemplified by his three Christian sons, who survive. The 
consolations of the religion of Jesus Christ comfort his widow in her 
loneliness and separation from him.

SOME GENERAL CHURCH STATISTICS. 

The General Minutes of 1903 report that there are in Southern 
Methodism 6,469 traveling preachers, a gain-of 176 for the year; 4,816 
local preachers, a loss of 166; members 1,523,747, a gain of 18,506 for 
the year. This gives us a total membership of 1,535,032. 

There are 46 annual conferences divided into 295 districts and 
5,346 pastoral charges, an increase of 309 charges. In these charges 
there are 17,897 organized churches and a large number of preach- 
ing places. We own 14,872 churches valued at $25,203,303.00 and 
4,093 parsonages valued at $4,790,188.00. Our property has increased 
in value this year, $2,179,495.00 and we now have 180 more churches 
and 19 more parsonages than we had a year ago. 

We now have 14,425 Sunday Schools, an increase of 292; officers 
and teachers 104,650, an increase of 1,164; scholars now number 
934,110, an increase of 49,781. There were 3,283 Epwporth Leagues, 
an increase of 4,901, with 116,579 members. 

The church last year paid its Presiding Elders $354,627.00 and to 
its pastors $2,599,022.00, an increase of $17,261.00 in these items. We 
also paid, Bishops $45,802.00; Conference claimants $177,208.00, an 
increase of $6,140; Foreign Missions $289,135.00 on church assess- 
ments, an increase of $20,357.00; Domestic Missions $188,259.00, an 
increase of $17,933.00; Church extension $79,179.00, an increase of 
$5,431.00; and we paid to the American Bible Society $11,079.00 or 
$655.00 more than we did last year. 
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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

An Act to Incorporate the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That 
John C. Keener, H. N. McTyeire, J. Sanders, R, Randle, J. B. Walker, 
S. J. Davies, L. Parker, Philo M. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and 
their associates and successors, such as the Louisiana Conference may 
from time to time see proper to appoint, be and they are hereby created 
a body politic and corporation under the name and style of the “Louis- 
iana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,” and the 
capable suing and being sued, entering into contract, receiving and 
holding property for educational purposes as may from time to time 
be specified by the said Conference at its annual session, either by 
donation or purchase. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc.. That the domicile of said cor- 
poration shall be located in the city of New Orleans, and the affairs 
thereof shall be managed by nine trustees, to be appointed by the 
Louisiana Annual Conference, one of whom shall be elected President. 
The President and four trustees shall form a quorum, and shall have 
power to appoint all other officers necessary for conducting its affairs, 
and make and adopt such rules, by-laws and regulations as they may 
deem proper for the management of said corporation, provided that the 
same be in conformity with the laws and regulations of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and not repungnant to the laws of the State.

W E PRESENT in this issue a plan for a parsonage, trusting that it 
may be of service to some of our preachers. The features of this 
})lan are large rooms, high ceilings (12 ft. 4 in.) , large openings and 
]>lenty of them, convenient closets, and withal a compact house. The 
framing is as follows ; Sills, 6x8 in.; floor-joists, 2x10 in.; ceiling-joists, 
2x8 in.; studding, 2x4 in.; rafters, 2x4 in.; hip-rafters, 2x6 in.; valley- 
rafters, 2x8 in. ; studding-plate, 2x4 in. (on floor-joists) 2x4 in. ; plates, 
2x4 in. doubled; rafter-plate, 1x6 in. 

The outside is covered with a good grade of drop siding under corner 
boards and casings. The inside is ceiled with shiplaps, except the kitchen, 
bath-room, pantry and passage, which are ceiled with beaded ceiling put 
on perpendicular. All openings have inside moulded casings with corner 
blocks. Sashs are hung on weights, and are fitted with bronze sash locks. 
Doors are swung on 4x4 in. bronze butts, and have good mortise locks with 
bronze trim. Transoms are swung on 2^oX2io in. b’ onze butts and fitted 
with Woolensac transom lifts. Side lights are swung on 3x3 in. bronze 
butts and locked with strong cupboard turns. Folding doors are hung on 
best adjustable ball-bearing hangers, and have mortise locks with bronze 
trim. Passage doors are on spring hinges. 

Single sashes in Pastor’s study are swung on pivots and fitted with 
transom lifts. Fire places are lined wnlh fire-brick. The house is papered 
throughout. China closet and shelving in study built in the house.
